Trandation  of  a  Letter  from  R.  von  Wild  to  Captain  von  Papen,  Washington. 
Ministry  of  War, 

No.  536/14,  g.  A.  1.  5,  Leipzlger  Strasse,  Berlin,  W.  06, 

Secret.  ^  March  12,  1914. 

ACCORDING  to  newspaper  reports,  several  railway  trains  were  blown  up  by 
revolutionaries  during  the  troubles  in  Mexico. 

In  order  to  form  an  opinion  whether,  in  the  event  of  a  European  war,  explosions 
of  this  kind  would  have  to  be  reckoned  with,  it  is  requested  that,  if  possible,  informa- 
tion should  be  obtained  as  to  how  these  attacks  have  been  carried  out.  Were  mines 
and  explosives  placed  on  lines  which  were  Kttle  guarded,  or  were  the  attacks  carried 
out  from  the  train  by  igniting  a  charge  of  dynamite,  or  by  the  employment  of  infernal 
machines  ?

Translation!  of  extract  from  Letter  from  Captain  Boy-Ed  to  Captain  von  Papen. 

German  Embassy,  Washington,  D.C. 

To  Captain  von  Papen,  Military  Attache. 
(At  present  in  Mexico.) 

Dear  Papen,  Washington,  May  25,  1914. 

BEST  thanks  for  your  friendly  and  instructive  letter  of  the  11th  May. 

Your  arguments  made  a  great  impression,  not  only  on  Cotmt  Bernstorff,  but  also 
on  the  Austrian  Ambassador.  At  Bernstorif's  suggestion  your  letter  was  confidentially 
communicated  to  the  latter.  In  his  reply  Dumba  said  that  your  letter  was  remarkable 
for  its  terseness  and  lucidity. 

For  my  part,  I  was  especially  pleased  by  what  you  wrote  about  Huerta,  the  only 
strong  man  in  Mexico.  In  my  opinion,  Admiral  von  liintze  was  not  quite  right  in  his 
estimate  of  him.  For  Huerta  can  scarcely  be  such  a  drunken  ruffian  as  Hintze  so 
often  implies,  if  only  because  a  chronic  drunkard  could  hardly  have  kept  so  micertain 
a  position  under  such  uncommonly  difficult  circumstances.  1  met  a  number  of  people 
in  Mexico  City  who  W'ere  in  close  touch  with  Huerta,  and  without  exception  they  all 
spoke  very  hichly  of  the  President's  patriotism,  capacity,  and  energy. 

I  likewise  do  not  share  the  views  of  our  worthy  admiral  about  the  timeliness  or 
the  possibility  of  international  intervention  in  Mexico.     Hintze's  attitude  toAvards  this 

question  will  be  familiar   to  you  from  one  of  the  Embassy  reports on  this 

subject.  But  I  shall  not  repeat  my  argument,  as  I  believe  Ave  have  already  corresponded 
on  the  matter.

Latterly  tte  bourses  have  teen  entirely  under  the  iniluence  of  unfavour- 
able political  news.  At  one  time  it  was  rumoured  that  Austria  had  mobilised  two  army 
corps  and  w^as  to  advance  in  company  with  Italy  into  Albania  ;  at  another  time  it  was 
maintained  that  Austria  was  going  to  adopt  a  severer  tone  towards  Serbia.  Moreover, 
there  were  constant  rumours  that  Russia  Avas  again  making  efforts  to  come  to  an  agree- 
ment with  England  providing  for  extensive  support  in  the  event  of  a  war  with 
Germany. 

The  horrible  assassination  of  the  heir  of  the  Austrian  Throne  and  his  consort  has 
suddenly  given  the  European  bourses  fresh  proof  that  new  difficulties  and  differences 
are  constantly  cropping  up  in  the  Balkans  whicli  must  be  adjusted  before  things  can 
settle  down  again. 

Industry,  too,  suffers  from  the  political  depression,  but  the  extent  of  the  fall  of  the 
market,  apart  from  certain  undertakings  vphich  are  especially  hard  hit  owing  to 
particularly  unfortunate  circumstances  or  insufficient  capital,  has  been  considerably 
discounted  by  the  bourse 

Austria  has  sent  Serbia  an  ultimatum,  which  Serbia  has  not  accepted.  Conse- 
quently relations  have  become  still  more  strained,  and  most  probably  Austria  will 
declare  war

P.S.* — We  have  never  before  seen  such  preparations  for  war  as  are  being  made  at 
present.     German  Government  stocks  fell  to-day  1  per  cent.

Translation  of  Beport  from  Bear-Admiral  von  Hintze  to  the  Imperial  Chancellor. 

Report  No.  192. 

Mexico,  July  21,  1914. 

CAPTAIN  VON  PAPEN,  the  military  attache  to  the  Imperial  Legation,  has  been 
here  since  the  23rd  March.  He  settled  down  into  the  complicated  situation  rapidly 
and  easily,  and  in  a  short  time  gained  a  sure  judgment  of  his  own,  and  in  accordance 
therewith  he  acted  usefully  and  without  hesitation.  He  overcame  the  difficulty 
involved  by  his  double  accreditation  (here  in  Mexico  and  in  the  U.S.A.)  with 
tact,  and  he  leaves  behind  him  on  both  sides  the  impression  of  an  upright 
gentleman  and  an  intelligent  soldier.  He  showed  especial  industry  in  organising 
the  German  colony  for  purposes  of  self-defence,  and  out  of  this  shy  and  factious 
material,  unwilling  to  undertake  any  military  activity,  he  obtained  what  there 
was  to  be  got.  His  open,  chivalrous  manner  has  won  him  many  a  friend  in  German 
circles  ;  I  myself  am  indebted  to  him  by  reason  of  these  qualities. 

Herrvon  Papen  leaves  on  the  30tli  July  for  Washington.  I  should  be  guiltj-  of  an 
omission  if  I  did  not  mention  him  with  commendation  to  your  Excellency  on  this 
occasion.  I  would,  however,  go  further,  and  luunbly  mention  to  your  Excellency  that 
I  consider  that  "  the  services  of  Captain  von  Papen  during  his  appointment  here 
warrant  his  recommendation  to  the  favour  of  His  Majesty  the  Emperor  and  King." 

Captain  von  Papen  already  possesses,  among  Prussian  decorations,  the  Royal 
Order  of  the  Crown  (4  th  class). 


I  humbly  submit  to  your  Excellency  the  request  that  you  woald  be  so  good  as  to 
lay  before  His  Majesty  the  proposal  that  he  should  bestow  upon  him  the  4th  class  of 
the  Order  of  the  Red  Eagle.

Subject  matter :  Blowing  up  of  the  railway. 

Mexico,  Juhj  29,  1914. 

I  RECEIVED  only  yesterday  the  conunanication  of  the  12th  March  (J.  No.  536/ 
149  A.  1).* 

I  am  convinced  from  personal  evidence  that  all  the  recent  cases  of  destruction  of 
railway  lines  by  explosion  were  brought  about  by  burying  dynamite  under  the  line 
itself  and  then  igniting  it  by  an  electric  current  as  soon  as  the  train  has  reached  the 
appointed  place. 

I  consider  it  out  of  the  question  that  explosions  prepared  in  this  way  would  have 
to  be  reckoned  with  in  a  European  war.  They  are  only  possible  on  lines  that  are 
ill  guarded,  which,  as  in  this  country,  often  pass  for  miles  through  revolutionaiy 
districts,  and  have  no  protection  other  than  a  pilot  train  in  front  of  the  passenger  train. 

The  mountainous  nature  of  the  country  and  the  highly  artistic  way  in  which  the 
lines  are  laid  [kunstvoUe  Tracierung]  greatly  favour  these  attacks. 

Infernal  machines,  so  far  as  I  know,  have  never  been  employed.

HEREWITH  I  send  you  (by  order  of  Section  IIP)  a  few  articles  which  have 
been  passed  for  j)uhlieation  in  all  home  and  foreign  papers.  You  vdll  please  arrange 
for  them  to  have  ivide  publicity.  If  I  can  ever  be  of  anj^  service  to  you  here,  I  will 
gladly  do  so.  I  hold  myself  at  your  commands.  These  articles  will  show  you  how  one 
can  become  celebrated  in  a  short  time. 

The  war  news  which  you  receive  in  America,  in  spite  of  all  our  efforts  here,  will 
prove  meagre  and  not  in  accordance  with  the  truth.  At  first  things  went  on  at  a 
giant's  pace  ;  at  present,  however,  there  is  a  hitch  ;  but  I  hope  that  by  the  time  you 
receive  these  few  lines  this  will  have  been  overcome.  The  Austrians  are  fighting  well, 
but  their  leadership  is  bad ;  they  had  to  retreat  as  far  as  the  Carpathians.  The 
reaction  on  the  Balkans  and  Italy's  attitude  is  correspondinglj^  bad;  but  we — i.e.,  our 
troops — will  pull  the  matter  through  all  right.  Of  course,  you  will  stay  in  the  U.S.A. 
as  long  as  the  war  lasts,  and  it  will  probably  drag  on  over  the  winter.  I  will  let  you 
have  more  precise  news  about  the  military  situation  as  soon  as  I  know  that  you  have 
safely  received  this  letter.

Captain  von  Papen. 

My  dear  Papen,  Berlin,  March  10,  1915. 

MANY  thanks  for  your  kind  letter  of  the  18th  February I  strongly 

advise  you  to  see  Langhorne+  ;    of  course    you    know  he  is  returning.     Everybody 
regrets  his  departure.     He  is  quite  exceptionally  popular  with  everyone  here. 

I  am  frightfully  busj^,  and,  like  you,  I  long  to  be  at  the  Front,  for  office  Avork 
ultimately  becomes  unbearable  and  totally  unsatisfying.  There  is,  however,  no 
prospect  of  my  relieving  you.  You  must  look  around  for  another  successor,  though 
you  will  probably  meet  with  no  success.  The  other  military  attaches  are  no  better 
off.  They  also  would  like  to  leave,  but  have  to  I'emain  where  they  are.  The  bearer 
of  this  letter,  Mr.  Lyell  Fox,:]:  can  give  you  news  of  Berlin.  He  is  reliable  and  under- 
stands how  shamefully  dependent  on  England  the  United  States  have  become. 
Pro  forma,  of  course,  he  is  neutral.  I  think  there  will  soon  be  a  big  change  in 
American  opinion. 

I  should  like  to  write  more,  but  there  is  no  time.  We  are  frantically  busy  here 
in  the  press  section.     A  small  part  of  our  work  is  now  being  printed,  as  you  will

Dear  Papen,  Berlin,  March  22,  1915. 

I  HOPE  that  you  and  Boy-Ed  have  received  all  my  letters*  which  I  forwarded  to 
you  through  Langhorne  and  Fox. 

Would  you  do  me  a  great  favour  ?  Shortly  before  I  left  Washington  I  sent  a  bill 
to  the  War  Office  for  books  and  maps  purchased,  &c.  This  bill  of  about  36  or  40 
dollars  duly  reached  the  War  Office.  But  the  amount  was  not  immediately  paid  over 
to  me,  because  the  War  Office  had  written  to  ask  you  whether  the  necessary  vouchers 
were  available. 

Perhaps  .you  could  look  into  this  matter  when  next  you  go  to  Washington, 

I  hope  people  over  there  will  gradually  see  reason,  and  I  am  sure  that  you  and 
Boy-Ed  will  do  your  share  to  contribute  to  this  result.  I  do  all  I  can  by  influencing 
the  reporters,  who  always  come  to  me.

Translation  of  Letter  written  ly  Ft.  Bernhardi  to  Captain  von  Papen. 

Dear  Captain,  Posen,  General  Headquarters,  April  9,  1915. 

I  BEG  to  thank  you  most  sincerely  for  your  kindness  in  sending  me  the  copy  of  the 
"  New  York  Sun  "  containing  my  two  articles.  I  am  glad  to  hear  that  these  articles  will, 
in  your  opinion,  have  a  good  effect,  as  far  as  that  is  at  all  possible  in  America.  The 
advertising  manner  in  which  they  publish  things  is  of  course  thoroughly  American  ;  a 
private  communication  of  mine  has  been  printed  without  anj'  authority  from  me. 

I  have  now  written  two  further  series  of  articles  for  America.  The  Foreign  Office 
wanted  to  have  the  first  of  these,  entitled  "  Germany  and  England,"  distributed  in  the 
American  press ;  the  other,  entitled  "  Pangermanism,''  was  to  appear  in  the 
"  Chicago  Tribune." 

I  should  be  very  grateful  if  yon  could  forward  to  me  one  copy  of  each  of  these 
articles.  Thej-  will  certainly  have  some  sort  of  effect  ;  this  is  evident  from  the 
inexpressible  rage  with  which  the  British  and  French  press  have  attacked  these  two 
"  Sun  "  articles.     They  have  insulted  me  in  the  most  incredible  way. 

However,  I  agree  with  you  that  military  success  will  be  the  decisive  factor  for 
opinion  in  America.  But,  also,  England's  interference  in  American  trade  will  not  fail 
to  have  a  certain  effect.     I  hope  that  both  will  take  effect  together. 

I  think,  however,  that  especially  in  the  West,  where  I  expect  there  will  soon  be 
a  big  attempt  to  break  through,  we  have  serious  and  difficult  times  to  look  forward  to, 
but  I  confidently  believe  that  we  shall  successfully  overcome  them.

Extracts  from  a  Letter  from  Mr.  E.  L.  Fox*  to  Captain  von  Papen. 
(Conveyed  to  America  by  hand.) 

Hotel  Adlon,  Berlin,  W.,  Unter  den  Linden,  1, 
My  dear  Papen,  am  Pariser  Platz,  July  28. 

JUST  a  few  words  to  let  you  know  how  things  are  going.  1  explained  to 
V.  Herwarth  (Lieutenant-Colonel  now)  the  difficulties  of  your  work  in  N.Y.  1  presented 
your  letter  to  Major  Deutelraoser  and  delivered  and  posted  everything  else.  Prince 
Hatzfeld  had  me  out  to  luncheon  and  gave  me  an  interview  on  America's  Avork  in  the 
German  Red  Cross  which  I  hope  to  send  out  from  Berlin  by  Saturday. 

Princess  Friedrich  Leopold  of  Prussia  had  me  out  to  Potsdam,  and  we  got  up  an 
interview  on  "  The  Spartan- German  Woman  in  time  of  War."  But  best  of  all  there  is 
something  big  coming  through  the  Foreign  Office — Prince  Henry  on  the  freedom  of  the 
seas.     So  you  see  I  have  been  fairly  busy  the  short  time  I  have  been  here. 

On  Sunday  I  start  on  a  trip  to  see  the  cities  of  southern  Germanj^'  in  war-time,  and 
then  I  hope  to  get  to  the  East  front 

Your  Berlin  looks  wonderful  this  summer  ;  the  climate,  they  tell  me,  is  unusually 
good.  Of  course,  on  the  pa:tof  the  masses  there  is  au  undercurrent  against  Americans, 
but  the  people  worth  while  are  all  splendidly  broad-minded.  It  is  my  sincere 
conviction,  and  the  belief  of  many  other  American  correspondents  here,  that  the 
misunderstandings  between  our  countries  is  due  to  the  poor  advice  and  the  warped 
viewpoint  of  the  American  Emljassy  in  Berlin.  Pres.  Wilson  cannot  know  the 
German  viewpoint  under  existing  circumstances. 

Write  me  how  things  are  going.     Best  wishes  for  successful  work.

Translation  of  a  Letter  from  Prince  H.  Hatzfeld  to  Captain  von  Papen. 

Dear  Papen,  .  Washington,  Tuesday. 

MY  wife  writes  me  that  Bulgaria  will  certainly  come  in  on  our  side  after  the 
harvest  at  the  end  of  August,  aud  she  is  certain  that  Roumania  will  remain  inactive. 
Since  the  Austrian  Ambassador,  Hohenlohe,  is  in  Berlin,  the  news  sounds  credible. 

The  concentration  of  our  troops  near  Orsova  seems  also  to  confirm  this  news. 
Besides  this,  my  father-in-law  had  the  intention  of  taking  eight  days'  leave  at  the 
beginning  of  August,  since  it  was  then  quieter  than  even  since  the  outbreak  of  war. 

1  telephoned  to-daj'  to  Albert.  The  Ambassador,  in  my  opinion,  should  neverthe- 
less issue  a  statement  to  enlighten  the  native  Americans  and  the  pro-Geruians,  and  to 
lead  their  thoughts  into  the  right  channels.  The  j)eople  are  really  so  stupid.  And 
besides,  by  this  means  we  can  openly  defend  the  Americans  (Adams,  Hodley)  who  are 
implicated  in  this  aifair.

They  are  in  possession  of  a  whole  heap  of 
incriminating  evidence  against  him.

SPECIFICATIONS  and  drawings  for  3-015  shrapnel  cases  and  4-11  high- 
explosive  shell  dvlj  received,  and  beg  to  advise  as  follows  : — 

First. — We  will  be  unable  to  furnish  steel  under  both  physical  and  chemical 
specifications  owing  to  fact  that  manufacturers  of  steel  in  the  United  States  will  only 
assume  responsibility  under  one  of  these  requirements.  Our  quotations  are  based  on 
furnishing  steel  as  per  physical  requirements  only,  as  this,  in  our  opinion,  is  the  most 
essential 

Second. — Shrapnel  cases :  The  steel  already  ordered  will  not  be  suitable  lor  the 
new  case,  owing  to  the  fact  that  it  is  greater  in  length  and  diameter  than  the  present 
style.

This  does  not  include  the  head,  but  includes  the  finished  shell  in  all  other  respects  ; 
also  the  banding  of  same,  all  in  accordance  with  drawings  and  specifications  furnished. 

The  above  prices  are  based  on  present  market  conditions  of  labour  material.

Memorandum  of  Interview  between  Mr.  George  W.  Hoadley,  Captain  F.  von  Papen, 
Captain  Hans  Tauscher,  and  Mr.  Carl  Heynen. 

New  York,  December  21,  1915. 

IT  was  agreed  that  the  American  shrapnel  shell  shall  be  manufactured  imtil 
instructions  to  the  contrary  are  received. 

Mr.  Hoadley  stated  that  it  would  take  at  least  three  months  to  get  the  tools 
necessary  for  the  manufacture  of  shell  of  any  different  design. 
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Mr.  Hoadley  stated  that,  since  the  date  of  the  original  contract,  wages  to  skilled 
labour  had  increased  25  per  cent,  to  50  per  cent.,  and  the  price  of  steel  50  per  cent,  to 
100  per  cent. 

Mr.  Hoadley  stated  that  the  American  steel  manufacturers  never  guarantee  both 
the  chemical  and  the  physical  specifications  of  steel ;  that  they  guarantee  either  the 
chemical  or  the  physical  only.  American  steel  never  comes  up  to  the  German 
specifications,  because  of  its  different  process  of  manufacture. 

In  case  that  shells  of  German  design  are  ordered,  it  will  be  impossible  to  make 
firing  tests  unless  a  gun  and  the  necessary  accessories  are  shipped  from  Germany  to 
here.  As  a  substitute,  it  is  suggested  to  make  such  firing  tests  in  a  bomb-proof  place 
by  electrical  explosion.  It  was  agreed  that  Mr.  Hoadley,  till  date,  has  complied  with 
all  the  conditions  of  the  contract  of  the  1st  April,  with  the  exception  of  the  commence- 
ment of  delivery  of  shells,  which  is  due  to  force  majeure,  i.e.,  to  failure  to  timely 
obtain  the  delivery  of  machinery  and  tools  occasioned  by  strikes  in  the  machine 
factories.

Translation  of  exti'acts  from  Letter  from  Mr.  George  von  Skal,  New  York,  to 
Frdulein  von  Skal,  Schreiherhan,  Eiesengebirge,  Germany. 

(Letter  dated  December  17,  1915.) 
My  dear  Sisters, 

CAPTAIN  VON  PAPEN,  till  recently  military  attache  here,  who  has  received  a 
safe-conduct,  will  take  this  letter.  It  will  therefore  undoubtedly  reach  you  and  be  in 
your  hands  early  in  the  New  Year 

1  may  now  tell  you  that  since  the  commencement  of  the  war  I  have  worked  with 
the  militar}^  attache  in  the  War  Intelligence  Office.  I  do  not  yet  know  how  this 
business  will  now  be  run,  but  somehow  or  other  it  will  be  managed.  The  recall  of  the 
two  attaches  is  an  incredible  piece  of  meanness,  and  was  only  demanded  in  order  that 
the  English  might  be  able  to  do  as  they  please  here.  Von  Papen  is  a  splendid  fellow, 
and  I  have  grown  very  fond  of  him.  I  am  extremely  sorry  to  see  him  go,  but  I  am 
glad  for  his  sake  that  at  all  events  he  will  now  go  to  the  front,  for  it  is  not  pleasant, 
least  of  all  for  a  cavalry  officer,  to  remain  here  wliilst  one's  comrades  are  fighting.  It 
is  true  that  he  has  been  sent  the  Iron  Cross,  but  he  is  ashamed  to  put  it  on  because  he 
has  not  been  under  fire.  In  1870-71  things  were  different  :  no  one  was  given  the 
Cross  who  had  not  stood  face  to  face  with  the  enemy.  He  has  certainly  deserved  it,  for 
he  has  done  magnificent  work  here,  and  accomplished  more  for  the  Fatherland  than  he 
coiild  have  done  as  a  squadron  leader  or  general  staff  officer.  Now  he  can  earn  the 
war  distinction  already  conferred  upon  him. 

There  is  not  much  news  to  tell  you  of  ourselves.  We  three  men  go  on  working, 
and  it  seems  that  in  spite  of  the  difficulties  of  the  times  we  are  making  progress. 
Dodo  is  now  quite  all  right  again,  but  naturally  finds  it  hard  to  make  up  for  the  time 
which  he  lost  through  his  obstinacy.  But  he  will  get  over  that  and  then  things  will 
go  all  the  quicker.     Richard  is  now  working  in  my  office  and  has  become  terribly 

serious  and  thrifty,  almost  miserly Now  we  are  getting  up  a  bazaar  for  the 

sufferers  from  the  war,  to  take  place  next  March ;  we  shall  not  make  less  than 
2,000,0(W  M.,  and  are  holding  it  in  the  biggest  hall  in  the  town,  which 
takes  20,000  people.  I  am  again  one  of  the  three  promoters,  and  that  means

Translation  of  a  Letter  from^  Lance-Corporal  Carl  Bemseli  to  Captain  von  Payen. 

Dear  Sir,  '  Coblentz,  October  31,  1915. 

IN  the  midst  of  the  greatest  period  of,  the  world's  history,  may  I  be  permitted  to 
send  you  a  few  lines,  together  with  my  best  wishes  for  your  continued  welfare. 

Things  are  still  going  well  with  me,  as  I  hope  they  are  also  with  you.  Sir.  The 
outbreak  of  war  found  me  in  America,  in  the  Argentine.  My  enthusiasm  was  such 
that  I  immediately  decided  to  start  for  Germany,  whatever  it  should  cost  me. 

After  obtaining  i'.ilsd  Swiss  papers- I  cfecided  to  start  on  my  journey  on 
17th  November. 


At  the  end  of  three  weeks'  vo3'age  in  a  Swedish  steamer,  just  at  the  entrance  of 
the  English  Channel,  we  were  taken  into  Falmouth  by  a  British  destroyer.  We  were 
held  up  there  for  examination  for  twelve  days,  including  Christmas  and  the  ISTew  Year. 
Our  papers  were  found  in  order,  and  on  the  2nd  January  we  were  permitted  to  continue 
our  voyage  to  Sweden  and  Denmark.  I  may  mention  that  a  German  naval  officer 
accompanied  me. 

On  the  7th  January  I  reached  my  harassed  Fatherland,  and  the  joy  of  that  day 
was  indescribable. 

From  the  7th  January  imtil  the  1st  April  I  was  in  France  with  the  70th  Reserve 
Artillery  Regiment ;  from  there  we  went  to  R — .  On  the  2nd  May  we  broke  through, 
and  then  our  advance  was  steady.  On  the  7th  August  1  was  wounded  and  taken  to 
the  hospital  at  Lemberg.  I  have  now  recovered  and  am  leaving  for  the  front  for  the 
second  time. 

How  I  wish  that  you,  Sir,  could  have  been  with  us  !  I  know  well  that  it  is  your 
wish,  too,  but  circumstances  over  there  will  not  allow  it.  An  Embassy  in  a  neutral 
country  is  at  present  a  most  important  post. 

How  is  Otto  ?     Remember  me  most  kindly  to  him. 

May  I  ask  you,  Sir,  to  send  me  a  few  lines  in  answer  to  this  letter,  and  will  you 
be  so  kind  as  to  address  them  as  follows  : —

Translation  of  extract  from  Letter  from  Mr.  H.  F.  Albert  to  Captain  von  Papen. 

Dear  Herr  von  Papen,  Hotel  St.  Francis,  San  Francisco  [undated]. 

WELL,  then !  How  I  wish  I  were  in  New  York  and  coidd  discuss  the  situation 
with  you  and  B.E.  !  Many  thanks  for  the  telegram.  The  "  Patron  "  also  telegraphed 
that  I  was  to  continue  the  jo^^rney.  So  we  shall  not  see  each  other  for  the  present. 
Shall  we  at  all  before  you  leave  ?  It  would  be  my  most  anxious  wish  ;  but  my  hope  is 
small.  For  this  time,  I  suppose,  matters  will  move  more  quickly  than  in  Dumba's 
case.  I  wonder  whether  our  Government  will  respond  in  a  suitable  manner  !  In  my 
opinion,  it  need  no  longer  take  public  opinion  so  much  into  consideration,  in  spite  of 
its  being  artificially  and  intentionally  agitated  by  the  press  and  the  legal  proceedings, 
so  that  a  somewhat  "  stiffer  "  attitude  would  be  desirable,  naturally  quiet  and  dignified  ! 

If  you  should  leave  New  York  before  my  return,  we  must  try  to  come  to  some 
agreement  about  pending  questions  by  writing.  Please  instruct  Mr.  Amanuensis  Igel 
as  precisely  as  possible.  You  will  receive  then  in  Germany  the  long-intended  report 
of  the  expenses  paid  through  my  account  on  your  behaK.  I  shoidd  be  very  thankful 
to  you  if  you  would  then  support  the  question  of  a  monetary  advance  which  you  know 
of,  although  I  know  that  I  was  mistaken  in  my  opinion,  that  I  acted  as  your  represen- 
tative and  according  to  your  wishes. 

Please  remember  me  to  your  chief  personally.  1  assume  that  he  still  remembers 
me  from  the  time  of  the  "  experimental  establishment  for  aircraft,"  and  give  my  best 
wishes  to  Mr.  Scheiich,  and  tell  him  that  the  struggle  on  the  American  front  is 
sometimes  very  hard. 

I  shall  feel  your  departure  most  keenly  !  Our  work  together  was  excellent,  and 
was  always  a  great  pleasure  to  me.  You  will  now  take  up  again  your  true  military 
career.  Nevertheless,  I  hope  that  also  in  the  Fatherland  you  will  have  an  opportunity 
for  making  use  of  yoiir  extraordinary  talent  in  dealing  with  economic  questions. 
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I  hope  that  I  shall  keep  your  friendship,  and  that  you  will  not  entirely  forget  me 
in  Germany.  When  I  think  of  your  and  Boy-Ed's  departure,  and  that  I  alone  remain 
behind  in  New  York,  I  could — well,  better  not !

Imperial  German  Consulate, 
Dear  Herr  von  Papen,  ~New  Orleans,  December  4,  1915. 

I  READ  Avith  great  regret  that  the  fate  of  recall  has  indeed  overtaken  you. 
I  don't  suppose  that  you  are  very  unhappy  to  be  able  to  shake  the  dust  of  this 
unfriendly  country  from  off  your  feet.  What  chiefly  offends  me  is  that,  in  always 
giving  way  to  the  Government  here,  we  have  never  found  that  they  are  kindly  disposed 
towards  us.  That  the  demand  for  your  recall  has  been  so  sudden  and  belated,  throws 
an  interesting  light  upon  the  Government  here. 

May  here  also  the  day  of  reckoning  come  and  our  Government  find  again  that  iron 
determination  with  which  alone  one  can  make  an  impression  here. 

Hoping  that  our  connection  formed  in  this  great  time  will  not  come  to  an  end 
with  your  departure,

Copy  of  Letter  loritten  hy  N»  Lindheim  to  Mr.  Oswald  Garrison  Villard. 

Oswald  Garrison  Villard,  Esq., 
20,  Vesey  Street,  City. 

Dear  Mr.  Villard,  December  4,  1915. 

I  WANT  to  call  your  careful  attention  to  the  story  of  the  "Providence  Journal," 
which  appeared  in  full  in  this  morning's  "Times"  and  other  morning  papers.  I 
cannot  imagine  any  better  proof  of  the  absolute  necessity  for  a  demand  for  the  actual 
reasons  for  the  recall  of  the  two  attaches  than  this  very  story.  This  lying  sheet  has 
made  charge  after  charge  since  the  inception  of  this  war,  practically  all  of  which 
stories  have  been  completely  disproved,  due  to  the  charges  having  no  foundation  in 
fact.  It  has  always  been  believed  that  this  paper  was  in  very  close  contact  with  the 
British  Government.     The  article  in  question  gives  new  ground  for  siich  belief. 

It  is  significant  that  the  "Providence  Journal"  has  the  photographic  copy  of 
von  Papen's  letter,  which  was  carried  by  Archbold,  and  which  was  reproduced  in  this 
morning's  "  Times  "  and  "  World  "  by  the  "  courtesy  "  (?)*  of  the  "  Providence  Journal." 

The  "Providence  Journal  "prints  and  quotes  statements  made  by  Captain  Boy-Ed 
and  Captain  von  Papen.  Neither  of  these  gentlemen  made  any  statements  whatsoever. 
The  article  states  that  these  gentlemen  were  in  conference  yesterday  at  Captain 
Boy-Ed's  office  with  Dr.  Albert.  Out  of  cariosity's  sake,  I  have  ascertained  this 
morning  that  Boy-Ed  was  at  his  dentist's  yesterday  afternoon,  spent  the  remainder  of 
the  time  alone  in  his  rooms,  and  left  last  evening  for  Washington.  In  addition. 
Dr.  Albert  is  in  the  Avest.  Since  the  meeting  stated  by  the  "  Providence  Journal  " 
never  occurred,  obviously  the  alleged  statement  issued  by  an  official  AA-ho  took  part 
therein  had  its  foundation  only  in  the  malicious  invention  of  this  lying  newspaper. 

The  "  ProAddence  Journal  "  says  that  the  reasons  for  the  recall  are  as  follows  : — 

1.  Passport  frauds.  It  is  significant  here  that  the  Government  has  taken  the 
statement  of  an  admitted  liar  and  disreputable  character  against  the  word  of  honour  of 
an  officer  and  gentleman. 

2.  That  Captain  Boy-Ed  engaged  in  a  plot  to  furnish  the  Government  of  the 
United  States  with  false  affidavits  in  reference  to  Great  Britain  obtaining  supplies  from 
the  United  States.     This  is  likewise  denied  by  Captain  Boy-Ed. 


The  question  mark  appears  in  the  original. 
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3.  That  Captain.  Boy-Ed  and  Captain  von  Papen  met  Huerta  several  times  in  New 
York  and  practically  framed  the  so-called  Huerta  plot.  Captain  Boy-Ed  has  never 
seen  Huerta  in  his  entire  life,  and  has  given  his  word  of  honour  to  that  effect  to  his 
Government.     Captain  von  Papen  is  in  the  same  position. 

On  "Wednesday,  Secretary  Lansing  informed  the  German  Ambassador  of  the 
demand  for  the  recall  of  these  attaches,  and,  when  pressed  for  reasons  for  the  taking 
of  such  an  acute  step,  sheltered  himself  behind  diplomatic  niceties  that  these 
gentlemen  were  non  grata.  I  do  not  believe  that  the  recall  of  any  diplomat  has 
ever  before  been  demanded  without  the  reasons  therefor  being  set  forth.  When 
Mr.  Lansing  was  confronted  yestei'day  with  Captain  Boy-Ed's  written  denial,  he 
changed  front  and  stated  it  was  because  of  Captain  Boy-Ed's  participation  in 
the  Hamburg-American  manifest  matter.  The  recall  was  demanded  thirty-six  hours 
prior  to  the  verdict  of  the  jury  in  these  cases  ! 

The  charges  against  von  Papen  are  the  "Huerta  plot,"  the  storage  of  arms  in 
New  York  City,  and  his  connection  with  von  Rintelen.  None  of  these  charges  has  the 
slightest  merit  or  foundation. 

In  the  "  Tribime"  this  morning,  it  appears  that  the  "  Providence  Journal"  states 
that  the  action  in  reference  to  Boy-Ed  and  von.  Papen  was  taken  "  after  a  series  of 
conferences  held  on  the  same  day  in  Washington  between  President  Wilson,  Attorney- 
General  Gregory,  Secretary  of  State  Lansing,  and  representatives  of  the  '  Providence 
JournaL'  " 

Of  course,  you  know  that  during  the  time  when  the  President  declined  to  see 
many  people  whose  counsel  and  advice  he  needed,  he  did  spend  a  number  of  hours  in 
conference  with  Rathem,  the  editor  of  this  malicious  Providence  newspaper. 

I  have  this  morning  read  the  articles  in  reference  to  these  matters  in  all  of  the 
morning  newspapers.  None  of  them  agree.  AU  ascribe  reasons  for  the  recall  which 
do  not  exist.  Could  there  be,  under  any  circumstances,  more  right  and  justice  to  a 
demand  to  know  the  reasons  why  the  Government  has  put  this  serious  affront  vipon 
another  nation  with  which  it  is  at  least  in  a  state  of  official  neutrality  ?  Has  any 
Government  the  right  to  cavalierly  dismiss  gentlemen  under  the  imputation  that  they 
are  criminals,  without  stating  the  reasons  ?  The  outrageous  charges,  which  are 
broadcastly  made  by  interested  and  ignorant  newspapers,  will  otherwise  be  believed 
by  practically  the  entire  country.  The  millions  of  American  citizens  of  German  origin 
and  descent  are  entitled  to  know  why  this  action  was  taken. 

You  believe  that  naval  and  military  attaches  have  no  duties  in  a  country  save  to 
report.  The  files  of  your  own  newspaper*  are  replete  with  much  evidence  of  instances 
where  military  and  naval  attaches  of  the  Allies  dictate  and  superintend  the  purchase 
of  war  materials  for  their  respective  Governments.  The  various  attaches  of  the  Allies 
have  offices  here  in  the  City  of  New  York,  where  they  openly  superintend  and  direct 
these  purchases  and  other  matters. 

If  I  am  not  mistaken,  the  "  Evening  Post  "  printed  an  article  showing  that  the 
trail  of  British  recruiting  in  this  country  went  right  through  the  office  of  the  British 
consul  in  New  York  City.  British  officials  have  been  convicted  of  recruiting  in  the 
United  States,  an  offence  forbidden  by  our  neutrality  statutes,  and  upon  their 
conviction  they  were  fined,  and  one  of  the  British  consular  officials  so  convicted  is 
still  acting  in  his  official  capacity. 

If  the  Government  can  prove  that  the  naval  and  military  attaches  have  disported 
themselves  contrary  to  their  duties  as  diplomatic  officers,  1  thoroughly  agree  with  you 
that  they  should  be  recalled,  but  I  cannot  understand  how  anyone  interested  in  a  close 
relation  between  the  Germanic  peoples  and  this  country  can  remain  quiet  in  this  most 
serious  breach  between  Germany  and  the  United  States,  relying  merely  upon  general 
statements  of  diplomatic  right  and  charges  made  by  interested  and  malicious 
persons. 

1  would  like  very  much  to  discuss  this  matter  further  with  you,  for  if  I  am  wrong 
I  would  like  you  to  point  this  out.  I  have  no  duty  or  obligation  to  anyone  save  to 
this  country,  but  real  patriotism  for  this  country  demands  that  it  be  right. 

I  am  utterly  alarmed  at  the  prospects  of  what  may  follow  what  Germany  will 
undoubtedly  regard  as  an  unfounded  and  outrageous  accusation. 

This  letter  is  of  course  written  to  you  in  confidence.

Translation  of  Letter  from  Mr.  George  von  Shot,  5,  Beehman  Street,  New  York,  to 
Direktor  Bans  Kraemer,  Rotophot  A.G.  Berlin,  S.W.  68,  Alexandrinenstr.  110. 

(Letter  dated  December  15,  1915.) 
My  dear  Kraemer, 

I  WRITE  to-day  to  ask  a  favour  of  you.  I  have  had  trouble  here  with  the  Bosch 
Magneto  Company.*  The  principal  m-an  [?  manager]  of  this  company.  Otto  Heins,  has 
been  fi-eely  selling  his  magneto  for  flying  machines  to  the  Allies,  although  he  is  a 
German  citizen  and  his  firm  is  a  branch  of  the  firm  of  Bosch  in  Stuttgart.  I 
discovered  this.  But  the  man  has  been  cute,  and  had  bluffed  one  of  the  Imperial 
representatives  here  into  believing  that  he  was  intentionally  delaying  delivery  and 
worlving  in  the  interests  of  the  Empire  by  making  the  Allies  believe  that  they  would 
receive  the  goods  from  him,  consequently  they  would  not  order  them  from  other  firms 
or  build  factories  of  their  own,  as  they  might  otherwise  do.  In  this  way  he  obtained 
permission  to  supply  the  articles  on  a  small  scale,  and  he  used  it  to  the  full.  It  was  a 
huge  swindle.  In  consequence  of  my  accusation  the  matter  was  investigated  in  Beilin. 
The  official  in  question  received  a  rap  over  the  knuckles ;  but  in  order  not  to  expose 
him  a  non-committal  certificate  {lit.,  certificate  of  vaccination)  was  sent  to  the  Bosch 
Magneto  Company. 

This  is  the  prologue.  As  soon  as  he  heard  that  I  had  trouble  with  the  firm  of 
Bosch,  my  friend  Otto  Koch  wrote  a  letter  to  the  manager  of  the  Berlin  branch 
describing  me  as  a  rogue  and  a  thief,  and  offered  to  supply  further  material.  This 
letter  was  forwarded  to  Heins,  and  he  Avas  told  to  get  to  the  bottom  of  the  matter  and 
to  make  an  end  of  me.  Heins  was  stupid  enough  to  show  the  letter  round,  without 
thinking  that  in  doing  so  he  committed  a  punishable  offence.  Through  the  lawyer 
who  represented  Koch  in  his  action  against  me,  and  therefore  knows  all  the  circum- 
stances, I  have  now  informed  Heins  that  if  he  does  not  stop  I  shall  have  him  prosecuted 
for  spreading  libels. 

•  Note. — This  refers  to  the  American  branch  of  the  companj. 
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What  can  one  think  of  a  firm  which  makes  use  of  a  libellous  letter  of  this  sort 
■without  enquiring  about  the  writer,  concerning  whom  they  could  so  easily  haye 
obtained  information  in  Berlin  ?  I  still  constantly  receive  enquiries  from  people  in 
Berlin  who  have  sold  him  pictures  and  never  received  payment.  Is  it  possible  that  he 
can  keep  himself  so  well  hidden  here  ?  And  why  has  he  not  been  called  up  ?  He  is 
fit  for  active  service.  He  told  me  that  he  had  got  out  of  it  through  bribery,  because 
his  family  were  afraid  that,  owing  to  his  hot  temper,  he  would  get  into  trouble  in  the 
army.  His  wife  related  that  an  uncle  had  got  him  free,  because  he  could  not  obtain 
the  qualification  for  one-year  service  and  his  people  did  not  wish  him  to  serve  as  an 
ordinary  three-years'  man.  Naturally  I  cannot  denounce  him  ;  one  has  feelings  of 
decency  even  in  regard  to  such  fellows  as  he. 

To  return  to  the  main  question.  Perhaps  you  know  the  manager  of  the  firm  of 
Bosch  in  Berlin  and  could  give  him  a  hint  as  to  who  and  what  Koch  is.  I  do  not 
wish  you  to  take  up  the  cudgels  on  my  behalf — that  is  really  not  necessary.  If  a 
mild  warning  could  be  conveyed  to  the  firm  the  matter  would  be  ended.  The  firm  are 
afraid  that  I  shall  use  the  material  which  is  still  in  my  possession,  and  are  trying  to 
scare  me.  They  need  have  no  fears  on  this  score  ;  so  far  as  I  am  concerned,  the 
matter  is  dead,  and  besides  that  the  Ambassador  begged  me  personally  not  to  stir 
things  up  further.

Translation  of  extracts  from  a  Letter  from  Mr.  George  von  Skal,  5,  Beekman  Street, 
Neio  York,  to  Maximilian  Harden,  Berlin-Grunewald. 

(Letter  dated  December  15,  1915.) 
My  Dear  Mr.  Harden, 

AS  I  chance  to  have  a  unique  and  absolutely  safe  opportunity,  I  must  tell  you 
something  which  I  have  had  on  my  mind  for  a  long  while,  but  which  I  could  not 
entrust  to  the  post,  as  many  of  my  letters  have  been  taken  en  route. 

About  a  year  ago  I  told  you  that  you  should  not  hold  too  high  an  opinion  of 
Count  B. 

I  must  now  tell  you  that  he  has  done  splendid  work  here.  In  the  most  difficult 
situations  he  has  shown  tact,  skill,  and  energy  beyond  anything  that  we  expected  froin 
him.  Anyone  who  knows  the  type  of  people  Avho  are  in  power  here  cannot  fail 
unreservedly  to  admit  and  admire  his  activities.  He  well  deserves  a  kind  word  once 
in  a  way,  particularly  as  there  are  still  influences  at  work  over  there,  on  yorir  side,  who 
wish  to  decry  his  services.  One  of  the  foremost  of  these  is  widow  Speck  von 
Sternburg.  The  fact  that  for  a  time  B.  could  accomplish  but  little  here  was  mainly  due  to 
the  presence  of  your  friend  (?)*  B.  D.,  who,  I  may  remark  in  parenthesis,  is  very  fond  of 
speaking  of  "  that  Punchinello  Harden."  This  man  was  regarded  by  the  Americans,  and 
even  by  many  Germans,  as  the  real  Ambassador.  His  immense  vanity,  his  desire  to  come 
to  the  front,  his  tactlessness,  and  the  qualities  which  he  himself,  with  a  certain  pride, 
described  as  "  truthfulness  and  openness,"  did  a  very  great  deal  of  harm.  At  the  same 
time  he  was  accessible  to  every  toady  and  fliatterer,  and  no  one  with  self-respect  could 
possibly  work  with  him.  Accordingly  he  surrounded  himself  with  a  crowd  of 
favourites,  who  for  the  most  part  were  quite  incapable  and  unreliable,  and  have 
spoiled  many  chances.  He  not  only  came  into  collision  with,  and  disturbed,  the 
Count's  patient  labours,  but  more  than  once  destroyed  their  results.  It  was  a  most 
unhappy  thought  to  send  him  here,  and  the  consequences  were  highly  disastrous. 

The  people  in  Berbn  seem  still  to  bebeve  that  anyone  who  has  once  been  in 
America  knows  the  country  and  the  people,  and  understands  how  to  handle  them 
properly.  Many  mistakes  would  have  been  avoided  if  they  had  taken  the  advice  of 
those  who  have  long  experience  on  this  side.  But !  !  !  !  anyone  who  has  ever  been  in 
Government  service,  if  only  as  Consular  interpreter  or  secretary,  is  always  given  the 
preference.  At  present,  one  natiirally  does  not  wish  to  stir  up  the  dust ;  but  later  on 
I  will  tell  you  more  about  this — when  I  next  visit  Berlin,  I  hope. 

Whether  the  Count  has  quahfications  for  the  post  for  which  you  once  described 
him  as  destined  is,  however,  a  question  which  I  would  prefer  not  to  answer  yet.  I 
still  think  that  a  man  like  Palkenhayn  shotdd  be  employed  in  the  peace  negotiations.

Dear  Captain,  New  York,  December  19,  1915. 

BEST  wishes  again  on  the  occasion  of  3'our  departure.  I  had  occasion  yesterday 
thoroughly  to  discuss  recent  events  with  some  Germans.  As  was  natural,  although 
there  was  general  agreement  on  the  main  points,  there  was  a  slight  difference  of 
opinion,  indeed  it  could  not  have  been  otherwise,  especially  as  we  are  rathei  cut  off 
from  the  other  side.  The  Austrian  note  is,  of  course,  a  matter  for  general  quiet 
enjoyment,  and  the  whole  business  can  scarcely  be  taken  tragically.  The  President 
this  time  has  talked  a  bit  too  big  even  for  those  who  blindly  support  him. 

But  we  were  all  of  the  opinion  that  the  departure  of  you  and  of  your  colleague  is 
a  serious  loss  for  us.  Though  the  majority  of  those  present  had  scarcely  had  an 
opportunity  of  knowing  you  personally — a  privilege  which  has  been  a  great  pleasure  to 
me — yet  your  efforts  have  always  been  especially  spoken  of,  and  more  perhaps  than  you 
think.  I  think,  therefore,  I  am  speaking  in  the  name  of  all,  when  I  express  to  you  the 
thanks  of  us  all  for  your  faithful  vigilance  and  unremitting  labours  under  the  most 
difficult  circumstances,  and  to  this  I  add  my  own  special  thanks  for  your  attention  to 
my  little  proposals. 

It  is  not  siirprising,  in  view  of  the  fictitious  neutrality  of  the  President,  that  a 
term  should  have  been  put  to  your  work,  and  you  must  carry  back  with  you  the 
knowledge  that  you  have  done  your  duty  according  to  the  best  of  your  ability  as  long 
as  it  was  possible.     Our  people  will  never  forget  this  of  you. 

I  gladly  comply  with  your  proj)Osal  to  send  a  line  from  time  to  time,  and  it  would 
be  very  pleasant  to  me  to  receive  one  from  you  occasionally,  especially  if  by  proposals 
you  mean  such  as  could  be  discussed  with  some  gentlemen  of  the  German  HoxTse  of 
the  Columbia  University.     I  am  keeping  an  eye  on  the  matter  specially  mentioned.

Think  sometimes  of  the  many  friends,  among  whom  I  have  the 
honour  to  count  myself,  whom  you  have  made  during  your  all  too  short  stay  here.

Dear  Baron,  '  Neio  York,  December  22,  1915. 

THANKS  to  the  kindness  of  our  military  attache,  von  Papen,  who  is  returning  to 
Germany,  it  is  possible  for  me  to  send  you  my  New  Year's  greetings.  Herr  von  Papen 
sails  to-morrow  with  a  safe-conduct.  Otherwise  correspondence'  with  Germany  is 
absolutely  unreliable  !  We  German- Americans  have  a  hard  struggle  here.  I  write  a 
good  deal  for  our  cause  in  the  "  Times,"  and  otherwise  try  to  make  myself  useful  by 
propaganda,  but  it  is  not  the  same  as  being  able  to  take  part  in  the  war !  How  much 
would  I  not  give  for  that !  !  We  all  look  with  firm  confidence  for  the  victory  of  the 
righteous  German  cause,  but  unfortunately  it  will  be  a  long  time  yet  before  the  others 
will  acknowledge  themselves  defeated. 

I  would  be  grateful  to  you  if  after  receiving  these  lines  you  would  attempt  to  send 
me  two  letters :  one  via  Holland  and  one  via  Sweden ;  perhaps  one  will  get  through. 

My  dear  old  regiment  was,  according  to  the  papers,  almost  annihilated  last  year 
at  Lodz.     I  hope  the  6th  had  better  luck.     Where  is  the  latter  now  ? 

I  shall  come  over  by  the  first  ship  which  leaves  here  after  the  war.  Unfortunately 
there  is  no  prospect  of  getting  through  before.  Scarcely  1  per  cent,  have  had  luck 
with  their  attempts.     The  British  search  every  corner  of  every  ship.

Mr.  Bridgeman  Taylor  :  This  person  came  over  to  England  to  offer  himself  for 
work  under  His  Majesty's  Government.  His  real  name  is  Von  der  Goltz,  and  he  is 
now  in  England. 

Cheques  Nos.  2i  and  35. 

Oaserta,  Ottowa :  This  man  repeatedly  tried  to  enter  the  service  of  His  Majesty's 
Government.     He  is  now  interned  in  England. 


Cheques  Nos.  52,  56,  57,  59,  62,  and  71. 

Of  these  the  first  five  provide  money  for  Herr  von  Wedell,  and  the  last  for  his 
wife.  Herr  von  Wedell  is  believed  to  have  been  implicated  in  the  forgery  of  passports 
in  the  United  States  of  America.  He  would  appear  to  have  left  New  York  in  December 
1914  with  money  provided  by  Captain  von  Papen  (see  cheque  No.  66). 


Cheque  No.  85. 

This  cheque  shows  that  payment  of  100  doUars  was  made  to  Kuepferle,  probably  the 
German  spy  who  committed  suicide  in  July  in  England. 


Cheque  No.  87. 

This  cheque  provides  the  sum  of  700  dollars  for  Horn,  probably  the  man  who  made 
the  attempt  on  the  Vanceboro'  Bridge.  It  is  dated  the  18th  January  and  the  attempt 
on  the  bridge  took  place  on  the  2nd  February. 


Cheque  No.  125. 

For  German  consulate,  Seattle,  dated  the  11th  May,  for  Schulenberg.     A  dynamite 
explosion  in  Seattle  Harbour  took  place  on  the  30th  May,  1915. 


Cheque  No.  96. 

"  For  dum-dum  investigation. 


The  numerous  cheques  made  payable    to  Amsinck  &  Co.     From  the    counter- 
foils it  is  evident  that  this  firm  made  payments  on  behalf  of  von  Papen. 


Cheque  No.  145. 

Made  payable  to  Tauscher,  Krupp's  agent.    The  counterfoil  refers  to  "  picric  acid. 


Cheques  Nos.  Ill  and  167. 

Two  of  the  numerous  cheques  made  payable  to  Paul  Konig,  which  specifically 
name  Secret  Service.  Paul  Konig  was  arrested  in  the  United  States  on  the 
17th  December  and  charged  with  having  conspired  to  destroy  the  Wellan4  Canal.

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On  page  24  will  Ije  found  a  summary  of  the  amounts  paid  into  the  Riggs 
National  Bank  and  their  sources.  It  will  be  noticed  that  part  of  the  sums  paid  are  for 
salary  and  part  for  "  War  Intelligence  Office."  In  some  cases  the  money  was  actually 
transmitted  to  the  bank  by  Count  Bernstorff,  and  in  others  by  the  Germany  Embassy. 
The  photographic  copies  of  the  bank  receipts  confirm  this. 


It  is  to  be  observed  that  W.  von  Igel  and  Geo.  von  Skal  received  a  monthly  salary 
from  von  Papen.
